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The  grandeur  that  was  Greece ,  the  glory  that  was  Rome — the  success  that  is  with  Joplin  Junior  College:  For 
a  quarter  of  a  century ,  beginning  in  the  beginning ,  there  have  been  Miss  Coffey  teaching  English  and  Miss 
McCormick  teaching  mathematics  in  Joplin  Junior  College. 

Ada  Coffey ,  believing  “The  perception  of  beauty  is  a  moral  test  ”  promotes  that  philosophy  through  the  inter - 
pretation  of  great  literature.  Student  viewpoints  are  encouraged,  not  denied.  “Not  till  the  sun  excludes  you  do 
I  exclude  you .”  Inspired  by  Ada  Coffey,  students  truly  perceive  “A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever;  its 
loveliness  increases,  it  will  never  pass  into  nothingness  .” 

Martha  McCormick  as  a  teacher  of  mathematics  is  a  “builder  of  bridges ”  but  that  leaves  much  unsaid  if  not 
correlated  with  “builder  of  men.”  Miss  McCormick  knows  that  as  good  engineers  go  “Great  heights  are  not 
attained  by  sudden  flight.”  Her  engineers  keep  returning  to  the  college  through  the  years  just  to  tell  her  how 
much  her  patience,  kindness,  and  understanding  have  meant.
